Huerta's Troops on Pacific Coast Are 


Virtually at Mercy of the 


Constitutionalists.

Mazatlan, June 3, via San Diego, 


Cal., June 4. — Communication between 
the west coast of Mexico and Mexico 
City has been completely severed, ac- 
cording to information reaching the 
American fleet here today. 


A party of constitutionalists

Marias island, sixty miles west of 
Tepic, has captured the federal prison 
and the Radio station, which will Iso- 
late the Huerta troops operating in 
the west from any direct touch with 
their chief. 


Guadalazara, the objective point of 
the recent operations of the constitu- 
tionalist army of the northwest under 
command of General Obregon, has 
been 
effectually surrounded. Three 
columns of Obregon's army, according 
to official Information reaching Ad- 
miral Howard, had succeeded in shut- 
ting off the city from the coast on the 
east and Manzanillo and the Pacific 
coast on the west. 
The schooner Lennor with a cargo 


of supplies for the beligerent Fed- 
eral garrison of Mazatlan, was pre- 
vented from unloading her freight to- 
day by the dangerous fire of General 
Obergon's Constitutionalist batteries. 
The captain of the vessel announced 
that he would attempt tonight to run 
the Constitutionalist 
fire.

"The matter has been brought to 
the attention of the government of 
the United States, Great Britain and 
the Netherlands, 
appreciating 
the 
great injustice to the operators who 
for their safety wire compelled to 
leave the district and so were unable 
to comply with thflpr contracts and 
obligations. The thjree governments 
have formed an agreement that they 
will not support, diplomatically, any 
claims of interest ih the oil regions 
acquired directly or Indirectly by their 
nations since April 20, 1914, which in 
any way were effected by cancellation 
or confiscation resulting from the in- 
sbility of the bonified holder to meet 
the contractual or legal obligation be- 
cause of disturbing the political state 
in and about Tampico and Tuxpan.

crop in this country, is the only one 
on which the business community has 
not yet had any kind of an official 
estimate. Wheat and cotton and most 
other major crops have told 
their

tion. But corn, which last year did 
so distressingly bad a job as to upset 
both the domestic and international 
trade in feedstuffs. has thus far re- 
ceived a necessary degree of inatten- 
tion and -will get no report till July S. 


"Yet our corn has never received 


anything like the amount of critical 
attention -which it is getting this sea- 
son. 
Last season's failure was not 


taken as -wholly a matter of deficient 
moisture. 
Defective seed selection 


and unsatisfactory methods of cultiva- 
tion have in part teen blamed. The 
crop which has just been put into the 
srround represents a vast amount of 
effort on the part of farm specialists, 
commercial clubs, corn
